To  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Education  Committee, 


My  Lords,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  16th  Annual  Report  on  the  work 
carried  out  by  the  School  Health  Service  for  the  year  1966,  the  68th  in  the 
series,  and  to  attach  the  report  by  Dr.A.C.  Gee  of  the  work  in  the 
Excepted  District  of  Lowestoft. 

On  account  of  shortage  of  medical  staff,  the  number  of  periodic 
medical  examinations  undertaken  in  schools  is  considerably  lower  than 
for  previous  years.  It  is,  however,  fortunate  that  we  have  had  the 
assistance  of  15  General  Practitioners  who  in  all  gave  121  sessions  and 
this,  added  to  the  introduction  of  the  selective  examination  for  the  inter- 
mediate age  group,  has  eased  our  difficulties.  Once  again  due  to  District 
Council  commitments  amounting  to  692  sessions,  attendance  at  Infant 
Welfare  Centres  for  121  sessions,  ascertainment  of  handicapped  children, 
hearing  assessments,  examinations  of  children  boarded-out  in  foster 
homes  and  those  gainfully  employed  out  of  school  hours,  little  help  with 
school  medical  examinations  has  been  possible  from  the  three  full-time 
medical  officers  holding  mixed  appointments. 

Staffing  difficulties  in  the  Speech  Therapy  service  have  fluctuated 
during  the  year  and  despite  repeated  advertising  it  has  not  been  possible 
to  obtain  a full-time  speech  therapist  for  the  northern  area  of  the  County, 
where  there  has  been  a crying  need  for  many  years.  Equally  in  the  field 
of  dental  officers  problems  will  arise  in  the  immediate  future  when  exist- 
ing staff  retire  ifo\ir  efforts  in  recruiting  younger  dentists  are  unsuccess- 


ful. 


The  general  physical  condition  of  the  large  majority  of  East  Suffolk 
school  children  remains  satisfactory,  although  this  year  15  children  were 
thought  to  be  in  an  unsatisfactory  physical  condition  which  is  slightly 
higher  than  some  previous  years  but  nevertheless  only  . 53%  of  the  children 
examined. 

The  number  of  children  with  unclean  heads  seems  to  be  on  the 
increase  particularly  amongst  girls  when  62  new  cases  were  discovered 
this  year  out  of  a total  of  91,  the  highest  incidence  since  1955.  There 
have  also  been  several  cases  of  scabies  and  ringworm  of  the  body. 
Relatively  speaking  the  increase  is  small  and  is  not  sufficient  at  present 
to  contemplate  the  re-introduction  of  systematic  head  examinations  as 
was  once  the  practice,  the  position  will,  however,  need  to  be  watched 
closely. 
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In  conclusion,  once  again  I should  like  to  express  my  personal 
gratitudeto  those  who  have  contributed  to  this  report  and  to  the  function- 
ing of  the  school  health  service,  especially  to  the  help  and  interest  of 
the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Education  Committee  and  School 
Welfare  Sub-Committee,  the  Chief  Education  Officer  and  his  staff, 
members  of  the  teaching  profession,  hospital  consultants,  general 
practitioners  and  others,  added  to  the  continued  support  and  loyalty  of 
the  staff  of  my  own  department.

(f)  Impaired  Hearing  — Routine  screening  tests  were  carried 
out  in  respect  of  9,590  children  of  whom  860  failed.  Fiall  audiometric 
hearing  tests  were  undertaken  in  1,463  cases.  Of  these  719  were 
found  to  have  a hearing  loss  and  arrangements  were  made  for  referral 
to  E.  N.  T.  consultants  for  treatment  as  necessary  and  the  provision  of 
a hearing  aid  where  appropriate.  In  the  majority  of  cases  however 
Head  Teachers  were  asked  to  arrange  for  the  childrento  be  given  advan- 
tageous positions  in  class  and  the  Peripatetic  Teacher  for  the  Deaf 
advised. 
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6.  FOLLOW  UP  VISITS 

During  the  year  School  Health  Visitors  made  712  visits  to  the 
homes  of  children  in  need  of  medical  and  surgical  treatment  to 
ensure  that  the  parents  consultedthe  family  doctor  and  carried  out 
any  recommendations  made. 

7.  MEDICAL  TREATMENT 

(a)  Minor  Ailments  and  Diseases  of  the  Skin  — Apart  from 
Lowestoft  Borough  there  are  no  Minor  Ailment  Clinics  in  the 
County,  and  children  suffering  from  these  conditions  are  referred 
to  their  private  Medical  Practitioner  for  treatment. 

(b)  Visual  Defects  and  External  Eye  Diseases  — This  work  is 
carried  out  through  the  Supplementary  Ophthalmic  Services 
provided  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  supplemented 
by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  who  have  3 ophthalmic  clinics  in 
the  County,  2 in  the  Committee's  clinic  premises  at  Saxmundham 
and  Stowmarket  and  1 in  hospital  premises  at  Felixstowe.  Inform- 
ation obtained  by  follow-up  home  visits  shows  that  of  47  children 
whose  sight  was  tested  by  ophthalmic  medical  practitioners  or 
ophthalmic  opticians,  33  were  prescribed  glasses.  In  14  cases 
glasses  were  found  to  be  unnecessary  at  present. 

(c)  Nose  and  Throat  Defects 
Tonsils  and  Adenoids: 

Since  all  children  who  are  considered  by  the  School  Medical 
Officers  at  periodic  medical  inspections  to  require  treatment  for 
nose  and  throat  defects  are  now  referred  to  their  own  doctors , it 
is  not  possible  to  provide  any  accurate  statistics.  Information  so 
far  obtained  by  follow-up  home  visits  and  from  hospital  reports 
shows  that  265  children  have  received  operative  treatment. 

8.  DENTAL  INSPECTION  AND  TREATMENT 

The  Principal  School  Dental  Officer,  Mr.C.D.Macpherson.  reports 
as  follows: - 

In  January,  the  Ipswich  Dental  Clinic  was  transferred  from  the 
County  Hall  to  new  premises  in  the  Rope  Walk.  This  clinic  is  a 
self-contained  suite  comprising  a spacious,  well-appointed  dental 
surgery;  a medical  inspection  room,  which  can  be  used  as  a 
recovery  room  or  a dental  laboratory  as  required;  a small 
attractive  waiting  room.  The  internal  communicating  doors  allow 
for  unobtrusive  circulation  of  patients. 

"Pierre  the  Clown"  came  to  Suffolk  in  June.  Wearing  his  clown's 
costume  he  spoke  on  Dental  Health  and  Oral  Hygiene  to  more  than 
7,000  children  in  Primary  Schools.  This  intensive,  one-week 
campaign  was  sponsored  by  the  General  Dental  Council  and  the 
Fruit-growers  Association.  The  teachers,  in  the  schools  visited 
by  the  clown,  were  impressed  by  this  novel  way  of  putting  over 
dental  hygiene  instruction,  and  they  thought  it  made  a real  impact 
on  the  children.  Free  apples  were  distributed  to  all  children  who 
heard  the  talks  and  lapel  badges  and  membership  cards  for  the 
Apple  Club  were  issued.

Mrs.  Aikens  resigned  in  October  and  we  have  not  been  able  to 
recruit  another  officer  in  her  place.  The  difficulty  we  experience 
in  appointing  suitable  officers  is  causing  great  concern  for  the 
future  of  our  service.  Owing  tothe  high  average  age  of  our  present 
staff  we  need  young  officers  in  order  to  provide  a well-balanced 
service  which  will  not  disintegrate  through  retirements  within  a 
few  years.  Suffolk  is  not  near  any  of  the  teaching  hospitals  so  few 
personal  contacts  are  possible,  but  our  urgent  need  is  for  young 
graduates,  trained  in  all  the  most  recent  techniques  of  dental 
practice,  to  treat  and  educate  the  children. 

Once  again,  I woiHd  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  help  and  co-operation 
we  receive  from  the  Dental  and  Orthodontic  Consultants  at  the 
Anglesea  Road  Wing  of  the  Ipswich  and  East  Suffolk  Hospital.  We 
are  very  grateful  for  their  treatment  of  our  difficult  cases  and  we 
appreciate  the  careful  case -notes  they  send  for  our  information. 


9.  CHILD  GUIDANCE

Fixed  Clinics  have  also  been  held  at  Felixstowe,  Stowmarket  and 
Saxmundham.  The  accommodation  available  for  the  treatment  of 
children  in  some  schools  is  far  from  satisfactory  but  Head  Teachers 
give  their  fullest  co-operation. 

Visits  of  an  advisory  and  consultative  nature  have  taken  place  at 
Fressingfield,  Hintlesham,  Little  Stonham,  Stonham  Aspal  , 
Wetheringsett , Ashley  Downs , Carlton  Colville,  Southwold  and 
Kesgrave  schools. 

In  addition,  a weekly  Speech  Therapy  Clinic  has  been  organised 
at  the  Belstead  Junior  Training  Centre,  where  valuable  contact 
has  been  established  with  the  Superintendent  and  her  staff,  who 
have  been  most  helpful  in  assessing  the  handicap  and  potential 
of  the  children  concerned  so  that  those  children  who  will  benefit 
most  from  treatment  are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Speech 
Therapist  and  attend  for  weekly  treatment.  Each  child  is  given 
a Speech  Therapy  book  which  is  taken  back  to  his  or  her  class- 
room, and  practice  is  carried  out  by  the  teacher  as  indicated  in 
the  child's  book  by  the  Speech  Therapist.  The  close 

co-operation  of  the  Speech  Therapist  and  teacher  is  proving 
extremely  valuable  and,  although  progress  is  understandably 
slow,  it  is  already  proving  very  encouraging. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  Service  has  extended  and  now  incorporates 
a wider  field.  This  has  been  made  possible  by  the  appointment 
of  Miss  Leach  in  a full-time  capacity.  Miss  Leach  started  work 
in  September  1966  and  has  taken  over  the  Stowmarket  Area,  and 
also  schools  in  the  Shotley,  Stutton,  Holbrook  and  East  Bergholt 
Districts. 

Mrs.  Hayward  resigned  in  July  and  although  it  has  not  been 
possible  to  replace  her,  a Speech  Therapy  Clinic  still  takes 
place  at  Saxmundham  and  as  many  children  as  possible  are  seen 
in  her  old  area,  on  a fortnightly  basis. 

The  shortage  of  Speech  Therapists,  which  is  a national  one,  is 
acute,  and  the  service  is  still  understaffed  in  this  County. 

The  help  of  more  part-time  Speech  Therapists  would  be  welcome 
but  there  is  little  incentive  for  married  women  to  return  to 
clinical  work,  as  the  financial  return  hardly  offsets  the  cost  of 
domestic  help  necessary  to  enable  her  to  return  to  her  profession 
especially  where  the  Therapist  has  children. 
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The  shortage  is  most  acute  in  the  north  of  the  County  where  there 
is  a waiting  list  of  226  children  in  need  of  treatment,  and  where 
a part-time  Therapist  working  for  two  days  a week  has  been 
fighting  an  unequal  battle  against  a number  of  schools  needing  her 
attention  dispersed  over  a wide  area.  The  consequent  heavy  case 
load,  and  lengthy  journeys,  can  be  very  tiring  indeed. 

To  make  the  best  possible  use  of  the  limited  time  given  by  Mrs. 
Wood  in  the  Woodbridge  area  children  have  been  transported  from 
outlying  areas  to  the  Woodbridge  Clinic.  This  is  proving  satis- 
factory and  shows  a saving  of  valiaable  time  and  energy  for  the 
Therapist.

11.  IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 

During  the  year  1 ,272  pupils  received  reinforcing  doses,  against 
diphtheria  and  1 ,367  against  tetanus. 

Through  arrangements  made  with  the  Consultant  Chest  Physician, 
1,382  school  pupils  were  given  B.C.G.  vaccination  against  tuber- 
culosis and  7,151  children  were  Heaf  tested. 

The  arrangements  for  school  children  to  be  given  reinforcing  doses 
against  poliomyelitis  continued  during  the  year  involving  1,216 
children.

A new  kitchen  in  a new  school.  There  are  two  small  dining  areas 
in  this  school  with  a proportion  of  cafe  type  bays  formed  by  fixed 
seating  and  fixed  dining  tables.  A 'family'  service  is  in  operation. 

Reydon  Infants 

A new  kitchen  in  an  enlarged  school  with  a 'family'  type  service. 
Somersham  C . P. 

A remodelled  kitchen  in  an  enlarged  school. 

Stutton  V.C.P. 

A new  kitchen  in  a rebuilt  school  with  'family'  service  dining. 

Further  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  hygienic  conditions 
in  the  kitchens  by  the  provision  of  stainless  steel  sinks  and  non- 
absorbent floors. 

Because  of  the  poor  apple  crop  it  was  not  possible  to  supply  a 
number  of  schools  with  eating  apples  for  consumption  after  the 
school  meal,  and  the  provision  of  apples  did  not  last  for  so  many 
months.  It  is  hoped  that  1967  will  prove  a better  year. 

As  a result  of  the  provision  of  a W.V.S.  Meals  on  Wheels  kitchen 
in  Felixstowe  the  service  of  Meals  on  Wheels  from  Felixstowe 
Langer  Road  and  Felixstowe  Causton  kitchens  ceased  in  1966,  but 
Meals  on  WTieels  continue  to  be  served  from  Halesworth  Modern 
and  Ilket shall  St.  Lawrence  Schools. 

A visit  by  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  School  Attendance  and 
School  Medical  Services  Sub-Committee  was  again  arranged  to  a 
number  of  school  canteens  and  sculleries  in  the  county.  The  visit 
this  year  covered  schools  in  the  Deben  area. 

With  the  appointment  of  two  more  peripatetic  training  supervisors 
provision  has  now  been  made  for  one  of  these  officers  to  work  in 
each  Organiser's  area.  This  has  enabled  "In"  Service  training  to 
be  started  in  kitchens  where  it  was  felt  help  and  advice  was  needed. 


Ashley  Downs  School 

The  new  kitchen  came  into  operation  in  the  Autumn  term  and  help 
was  given  in  the  opening  and  organisation  of  it  by  one  of  the  peri- 
patetic training  supervisors. 
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PROVISION  OF  MILK  FOR  SCHOOL  CHILDREN 

This  report  deals  with  the  supply  of  milk  to  school  children  under 
the  Milk  in  Schools  Scheme  whereby  each  child  receives  a free 
allowance  of  5 pint  daily.  In  the  County  (excluding  the  Borough  of 
Lowestoft)  milk  is  supplied  to  192  maintained  and  31  non-maintained 
schools. 

Popularity  of  the  Scheme 

Maintained  Schools  — of  the  23,058  children  in  attendance  in 
September,  17,512  that  is  75.9%  were  receiving  milk. 

Non-maintained  Schools  — of  the  3,697  children  in  attendance  in 
September,  3,339  that  is  90.3%  were  receiving  milk. 

Delivery 

With  one  exception,  all  schools  received  milk  in  ^ pint  bottles; 
in  the  other  case  milk  was  delivered  in  bulk  from  the  adjoining 
farm . 

The  bottled  p»asteurised  milk  was  delivered  by  43  dairymen  and  was 
pasteurised  and  bottled  at  13  dairies. 

Quality  of  Milk 

All  sources  of  school  milk  must  be  approved  by  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  and  wherever  possible  supplies  must  be 
pasteurised.  At  the  end  of  1966  all  schools,  with  one  exception, 
received  pasteurised  milk.  In  one  case,  referred  to  in  paragraph 
3,  a supply  of  untreated  milk  was  delivered  from  the  adjoining 
farm  to  a non-maintained  school  until  October,  1966,  since  that 
time  a pasteurised  bottled  supply  has  been  received. 

Supervision  of  Supplies 

5 of  the  13  sources  of  pasteurised  milk  are  situated  within  the 
County;  in  these  cases  supervision  was  maintained  by  inspection 
of  the  dairies,  plant,  bottles,  etc.  In  all  other  cases  a close 
liaison  is  maintained  with  officers  of  the  appropriate  Food  and 
Drugs  Authorities  where  unsatisfactory  samples  are  found. 

Samples  of  milk  weretaken  and  examined  for  the  following  purposes: 

(i)  Keeping  Quality  and  Efficiency  of  Pasteurisation 

39  samples  were  taken  for  this  purpose.  Withthe  exception  of  two 
samples  which  failed  the  Methylene  Blue  Test,  all  samples  proved 
satisfactory. 

The  two  samples  which  failed  to  satisfy  the  Methylene  Blue  Test 
for  keeping  quality  were  pasteurised  and  bottled  outside  the  County 
in  two  dairies.  The  officers  of  that  Authority  were  notified  and 
investigations  failed  to  reveal  the  source  of  the  two  failures. 
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(ii)  Chemical  Analysis 

29  samples  were  examined  for  this  purpose.  All  results  were 
satisfactory. 

(iii)  Biological  Ehcamination 

The  untreated  milk  supply  was  sampled  regularly  and  submitted  for 
biological  examination.  The  herd  concerned  was  sampled  on  two 
occasions  involving  9 samples.  The  results  were  all  satisfactory.,

26.  SCHOOL  SWIMMING  POOLS 

The  number  of  school  swimming  pools  in  use  in  East  Suffolk  has 
increased  considerably  over  the  last  few  years,  and  by  the  end  of 
Summer  1966  there  were  20  permanent  and  60  portable  pools  in  use 
in  addition  to  3 mobile  portable  pools  owned  by  the  County  Council 
which  were  loaned  to  6 schools  during  the  year.  All  pools  are  open 
and  vary  in  size  from  3,000-35,000  gallons  capacity. 

Filtration 

Satisfactory  water  conditions  were  maintained  either  by  filtration 
or  in  the  smaller  pools  by  regular  water  changing.  Filters  in  the 
pools  constructed  by  the  County  Council  are  of  the  diatomaceous 
earth  type  but  many  of  the  others  are  sand  filters. 

Chlorination 

Suitable  bacteriological  conditions  are  attained  by  the  addition  of 
sodium  hypochlorite  solution.  Breakpoint  chlorination  is  practised 
and  all  pools  are  maintained  at  at  least  1 p.p.m.  free  chlorine 
during  use.  With  the  exception  of  14  permanent  pools,  chlorine  is 
added  by  hand.  At  each  school  a smELll  testing  kit  is  available 
which  enables  the  person  in  charge  to  assess  quickly  the  available 
chlorine  and  pH  values. 

Footbaths 

The  footbaths  in  use  in  connection  with  the  pools  are  treated  with 
either  hypochlorite  solution  or  an  iodine  disinfectant  according  to 
circvimstances  and  type  of  footbath. 

Algal  Growths 

Normally  it  has  been  found  that  regular  breakpoint  chlorination  is 
adequate  for  the  prevention  of  algae;  nevertheless  during  this 
season  pjroblems  have  arisen  and  the  use  of  an  algicide  has  been 
recommended  in  some  cases.  This  use  is  likely  to  be  extended  in 
future,  particularly  as  a safeguard  during  holiday  periods  and  in 
very  hot  weather. 
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H eating 

Water  in  one  small  permanent  pool  is  heated  by  off-peak  electricity. 
This  year  the  swimming  season  at  this  school  was  extended  by 
approximately  two  months. 


Supervision 

Pool  maintenance  is  carried  out  mainly  by  the  teaching  staff  par- 
ticularly in  connection  with  small  pools;  for  the  permanent  pools 
school  caretakers  are  often  responsible.  It  is  the  practice  betore 
a new  pool  is  used  for  the  persons  responsible  to  discuss  the 
subject  with  the  County  Health  Inspector  who  also  advises  on  the 
problems  and  difficulties  arising  during  the  year  and  carries  out 
any  pH  adjustment  necessary.  The  number  of  pools  now  in  use 
has  made  regular  supervision  by  Public  Health  staff  impossible, 
but  advisory  visits  are  made  as  often  as  time  permits. 

Bacteriological  samples  are  not  taken  from  all  pools  and  generally 
field  tests  are  found  to  be  a satisfactory  guide;,  bacteriological 
tests  where  they  have  been  carried  out  have  confirmed  field  tests 
and  occasional  spot  checks  have  been  most  satisfactory. 

It  has  been  found,  with  very  few  exceptions  that  both  teachers  and 
caretakers  involved  have  taken  interest  and  often  pride  in  the 
maintenance  of  pool  water  and  the  very  high  standards  achieved 
are  a matter  for  congratulation.

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The  following  report  on  the  work  of  the  School  Health  Service  has 
been  prepared  by  Dr.  A.C.Gee,  School  Medical  Officer  of  Lowestoft. 

The  number  of  children  listed  in  the  statistic  section  as  unsatis- 
factory is  much  less  than  last  year,  the  difference  lying  entirely  in  the 
older  age  group.  The  total  number  is  7,  which  is  a marked  improve- 
ment over  the  previous  year,  the  percentage  of  the  total  number  being 
.66.  It  must  be  mentioned,  however,  that  this  is  of  little  significant 
statistical  difference  from  preceding  years. 

The  vermin  infestation  number  is  markedly  increased,  as  is  the 
number  of  individual  examinations  by  the  School  Nurse.  This  latter 
figure  is  governed  in  part  by  examination  of  known  contacts,  and  mainly 
by  requests  from  Headteachers.  As  usual,  there  was  a higher  incidence 
immediately  following  school  holidays. 

Routine  two-yearly  vision  testing  is  proving  well  worth  the  time 
involved.  Doubtful  cases,  which  do  not  have  a sufficiently  high  defect 
to  warrant  immediate  referral  to  the  Ophthalmologist  are  retested  six 
monthly. 

The  figure  for  orthopaedic  cases  dealt  with  by  that  clinic  is  available 
this  year  and  included  in  the  list. 

The  Child  Guidance  Clinic  is  working  to  capacity,  the  number  of 
new  cases  being  approximately  the  same  as  last  year,  but  that  of  reviews 
of  original  cases  increased  by  25%. 

The  Minor  Ailment  Clinics  show  an  ever  increasing  attendance  each 
year.  They  are  held  three  mornings  per  week  at  the  Health  Depart- 
ment, Clapham  Road,  and  two  mornings  per  week  at  Kir kley  Clinic. 

The  figure  for  B.C.G.  vaccination  is  given  this  year.  This  is 
carried  out  in  school  to  the  13  year  old  age  group  by  the  staff  from  the 
Chest  Clinic. 

In  the  dental  section,  there  is  no  appropriate  space  on  the  form  for 
the  number  of  children  referred  by  the  School  Dental  Officer  for  Ortho- 
dontic treatment.  This  figure  is  in  fact  116. 

Miss  Rudd,  the  dental  receptionist,  retired  at  the  end  of  December 
after  thirty  years  service.  Her  presence  will  be  missed  at  Kirkley 
Clinic. 

There  was  100%  increase  in  the  number  of  children  actually  placed 
in  Special  Schools.  Credit  here  is  due  to  the  Borough  Education  Officer 
who  has  had  to  write  to  innumerable  Special  Schools  throughout  the 
country  in  order  to  secure  these  extra  places.  The  type  of  handicap 
comprising  the  bulk  of  this  section  is  that  of  maladjustment.  The 
relatively  large  number  awaiting  for  places  in  Special  Schools  is  in  the 
Educational  Sub-normal  group.  It  is  hoped  to  have  a proportion  of  this 
group  accommodated  at  Ashley  Downs  E.S.N.  School  in  the  near  future 
when  alteration  to  premises  is  complete. 
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A campaign  was  carried  out  throughout  the  entire  school  population 
to  give  a Booster  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  injection  to  all  who,  for  some 
reason  or  other  had  either  missed  the  immunisation  in  earlier  years  or 
had  not  received  the  full  course.  A total  of  1,400  children  were  thus 
brought  fully  up  to  date  with  immunological  cover. 

In  general,  the  health  of  the  school  child  in  Lowestoft  is  good,  the 
children  being  both  healthy  and  extremely  well  nourished;  this  of  course 
with  the  odd  exception.  I am  not,  however,  at  all  satisfied  that  the 
provision  of  morning  milk  has  a place  in  this  present  age.  While  there 
was  a need  for  this  form  of  nourishment  in  the  pre-1950  era,  this  is  not 
so  today.  Many  of  the  children  in  infant  schools  cannot  manage  to  drink 
a third  of  a pint,  finding  the  bialk  too  much.  Where  it  is  taken  it  helps 
spoil  the  appetite  for  the  midday  meal.  In  the  older  age  groups,  there 
is  even  less  justification  for  its  continuance.  To  further  this  argument, 
the  provision  of  school  meals,  available  to  all,  gives  the  opportunity  to 
ensure  each  child  can  have  one  good  meal  per  day  with  adequate  vitamin 
content  and  with  a properly  balanced  ratio  of  carbohydrate,  protein  and 
fat.
